For a half « eentury the 
Riggs has been regarded as a sort of 
advisory institution for tha Secrotarics 
of the Treasury, and the ComptroUar 
of the Currency. For'a year or more 
the Treasury and tho Riggs have not 
been on good torms. Tho Riggs Bank 
claims that it has been persecuted, and 
it is ao strong that it takes its greiv- 
ances into the Federal court. The bank 
also issued detailad 2tetaments to tho 
press, The Riggs points out as one of 
its causes for complaint, the withdraw- 
al of two and a half million dollars of 
deposits by the United States Trens. 
ury af the time of tho monoy strong. 
ency, immediately following the out- 
break of the Buropean war. It cites 
tg a further instance of porsecution the 
refusal of the Treasury officials to ap- 
prove the Riggs as oa Reserve Bank, 
As this is the first time that any bank- 
ing institution has ever had the nerve 
to go into court for the purpose of nt- 
tempting to regulate tha ‘Treasury de- 
partment of the United States, the in- 
terest in banking ‘and financial circles 
has been intonse. The Riggs has tho 
‘‘atrangth of Gibraltar’? and if it
